Brooklyn from Bishop Conway's diocese 
of Kalinin, Ireland, in December last, 
died at St. Mary's hospital, Brooklyn, on 
Monday morning of starvation.

Driven to despera- 
tion they rushed to the windows and 
jumped to the street, thirty feet. All 
were injured.

City of Mbxico, Aug. i). — Senor Zuni- 
ga is enacting the rule, of Wiggins. Ho has 
predicted a terrible earthquake in this 
city to- morrow and considerable alarm is 
fell, among t lie lower classes, who accept 
his predictions as being founded on su- 
perior knowledge. According to Zuniga 
the city will bo partly destroyed to-mor- 
row with enormous loss of life. 

A Gloomy Outlook. 

•Chicauo, Aug. 10. -Tho outlook for 
the agriculturists of Indiana, Iowa and Il- 
linois, and the southern portion of Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin, is gloomly in tho ex- 
treme. The naturally fersile territories, 
including some of the finest and largest 
graineries and food stores in the North 
American continent, have for four months 
been subject to a visitation of drouth to 
which ii parallel cannot be found within 
the range of the oldest living inhabitant's 
recollect h >n.

Chicauo, Aug. 10. --Reports continue 
in come in of destruction to firm and tim- 
ber property by forest tires in Michigan, 
hands are laid bare in all directions, 
and the damage will be very groat. Tho 
straits of Mackinac are still clouded with 
smoke, rendering navigation dillicull and 
dangerous.

Conn. Grant — Well, a portion of the 
committee may have done SO, 

Couns. Pearse and Barnard said that the 
committee had recommended Mr. Bell. 

His worship wanted to know what fund 
tho money was to come out of. 

Coun. Biggins — The water works fund. 
It certainly should not come out of the 
regular fund. 

Coun. (irant objected to have the money 
paid out of the water works fund. The 
bill should be paid out of the general 
fund. 

Conn. Higgins said that, he would vote 
against the bill being paid at, all if the 
money was to be taken out of the general 
fund. 

Coun. Coughlan drew attention to the 
water committee's recommendation, and 
said that he would vote to have the bill 
paid out of the wator works' fund. 

Coun. Iligi'ins moved, seconded by 
Coun. Braden, that if Mr. Bell's account 
be found correct, it be paid out of the 
money set apart for the water works ex- 
tension. The vote being taken Couns. 
Styles, Harris, Braden, Higgins, Cough- 
lan and Barnard voted aye, and Conns. 
Grant, Pearse and Vigelius voted nay. 

Coun. Braden moved, seconded by 
Coun. Higgins, that tho motion just pass- 
ed be referred to tho finance committee, 
tho account to be paid if found correct. 
Carried.

Coun. Higgins moved that Bylaw 43, 
regarding the water commissioner, be re- 
pealed. He said that at the last meeting 
lie found, through Coun. (irant having 
ably quoted the bylaw, thai no mat- 
ter regarding the enlargement of the 
water works can be considered by the 
council without being recommended by the 
water commissioner. His object in mov- 
ing the resolution was that the city should 
have the benefit of the services of an en- 
gineer, and moved that the bylaw pass its 
first reading. 

Coun. Grant objected to the bylaw pass- 
ing its first reading, as a consolidated by- 
law dealing with the same matter had 
pased its first reading. 

His worship— Well, I rule the bylaw 
out of order. 

Coun. Higgins—1 appeal from your 
decision. With a. little more practice 
you'll be the worst chairman that ever 
sat in British North America. 

His worship-See hero! You're not 
going to insult me in that manner. You're 
no gentleman. You're remark is a dis- 
grace. 

Coun. Higgins then read an appeal from 
the decision of the chair which was signed 
by Coun. Coughlan and himself. 

The mayor then refused to put the appeal 
and said: "All in favor of the mayor's 
leaving tho chair please say aye. " The 
motion was then carried and his worship 
dove down the corkscrew. He was follow- 
ed by Couns. Pearse and Vigelius. 

After some delay Coun. Coughlan was 
voted to the chair and upon taking it put 
the motion of appeal, which was carried. 

Coun. Grant took exception to the ac- 
tion of the council and repeated his for- 
mer statements in regard to the by-law 
being changed. 

Coun. Higgins said- Now, Mr. Chair 
man, it is your place to put the motion 
whether the mayor be sustained or not. 

On a vote Couns. (Irant and Barnard 
voted aye, and Couns. Styles, Harris, Bra- 
den and Higgins, nay. 

On tho motion that, by-law 41! regarding 
tho water works conunisssioners lie read 
a first time, Coun. Barnard said be would 
like to hear from the water commissioner. 

Coun. Higgins said that the first read- 
ing of the by-law would not affect that. 
1 lo then moved that the motion be put. 
Carried. 

The next motion was that the by-law be 
read a tirst time. 

Conn. Barnard said that he did not feel 
like voting that, the by-law be read n tirst 
time, as the water' commissioner should 
be heard from. lie would like to see it 
deferred for one week. Ho blamed the 

chairman of the wator works' committee 
for the unbusiness-like manner in which 
bo had managed the affairs of the water 
extension*. (Hear, hear.)

GERMANY AND RUSSIA. 

Tim present relations between Germany 
and Russia are of ;,. v iry peculiar and al- 
most unintelligible kind. On tho one 
hand there is an appa ut, but, perhaps, 
only apparent, continuance of the good 
accord between the two governments, or, 
tit least, between the two courts. The 
Russincatioii of tho Baltic provinces is be- 
ing proceeded with in u manner which 
makes the blood of (ionium Chauvinists 
simply boil within thuin, and day after 
day the Berlin press brings forth a crop of 
articles bitterly deploring and protesting 
against this Hood-like encroachment wist 
ward of what is described as "Russian 
barbarism." It would l>e easy enough, of 
course, for the Russians to retort that if 
the Prussians are within their rights in 
Germanizing their Polish provinces by 11 
summary process of eviction ami buying 
out, surely they (rhc Russians), are en- 
titled to Paiisluvi/,o their own Teutonic 
regions on I he Baltic ill the way 
they doom best. It is In be observed 
that this furious Russilication of 
the Baltic provinces i;i acting ns II 
decided cause of irritation in Berlin, and 
this irritation has been almost unbearably 
acute by various ukases of a strong auti- 
Gerinail character, which have lately been 
launched from Gutchinu, First, there was 
the deoroo which virt ually closed the Rus- 
sian market to the iron industry of tier- 
many, and then came the ukase of May 
25th, touching the future inability of for- 
eigners (notably Germans) to hold orpc- 
quiro land or other real property in the 



empire of the czar. This, it must bp ad 
nutted, wasaiucasure of a much more high- 
handed kind than the Prussian law, which 
merely provides for the Germanising of 
Prussian Poland by the buying up and par- 
celling out' of estates that happen to ho 
freely offered for sale, whereas the Russian 
ukase in question attaches such conditions 
to land now held by foreigners as must, in 
the course of time, c u tpei them to resign 
theirpi session.-, and tenures at all hazards. 
A gradual percept ion of flic serious con- 
sequences of tho operation of this ukase, 
as well as tho motives which underlie it, 
is beginning to elicit very plain speaking 
indeed on the part, of the leading organs 
of the Gorman press, and the cries of "re- 
prisals" .and "self-defence" are now re- 
sounding on every side. The alarm drum 
w.'is first beaten by journals of such op- 
posite tendencies as the Kreu/. Zeituug 
and tho Cologne Gazette, both of which 
seriously warned Gorman investors to 
lend no more money to Russia, and to 
get, back what, they had already loaned 
her as soon as possible. A government, 
they argue, which v irtually expropriates 
foreigners will not scruple to defraud its 
creditors should occasion arise, and war 
would furnish it with the necessary pre- 
text. Says the Kreuz Zeitung; "It is 
clear that all those Germans who hold 
Russian stock enjoy a very uncertain 
benefit, for the same Russia who 
has not shown the trace of it 
scruple in damaging the rights 
and possessions of Germans on Russian 
soil will be much less scrupulous when it 
suits her to injure the holder of her bonds 
who dwell beyond her borders." Follow- 
ing in the same strain the Cologne Gazette 
too calls up the specter of a possible dis- 
avowal by Russia of her foreign creditors, 
or her refusal at leasl to pay the 
interesl on her loans; and the same 
note of alarm is sounded by the I'nsl 
(which is credited with semi-official rela- 
tions) but it: a louder and a iriller key. In 
the event, Bays this jourrn , of a war 
between Gormn tyand Russia of that war 
wlii.-h so many tilth cutial persons in Rus- 
sia are striving to bring about— a stroke 
of the pen would suffice to deprive the 
Germans id' all their sinews id' war in the 
shape of the milliards which they have 
confided to the cue of Russia. 

GETTING THEIR DESERTS. 

The ways of the boodlurs are no longer 
the ways of pleasantness. Eleven of this 
kind of public thieves have hewn found 
guilty in Chicago. They belonged to the 
class which thieves bv collusion with job- 
bers and brokers. They were known of- 
ficially 'ii Chicago as the county Commis- 
sioners. They were convicted of conspir- 
acy in a bunch, ami will have to go to I he 
penitentiary for longer or shorter terms 
in ncci irdanee with the punishment .assessed 
to them. ( hie of I hem, and the chief 
boodler, Met iariglc by name, has lied to 
Canada. Farther oast that is to say, in 
New York, numerous boodler aldermen 
are now serving out their terms in Sing 
Sing. The olleiise was accepting bribes 
to grunt a railway franchise on Broadway. 
Noi only have the delinquent officers met 

their jus! deserts, but the ..Id briber, 
Jacob Sharp, has also been convicted, and 
if he lives « ill have in don theconvict'sgarb. 
It is quite evident from these facts that 
courts ami juries are still competent to 
administer stem justice. It is re- 
freshing lo find that in such cities 
as Chicago and New V'ul'k the meshes of 
the law are si l ong enough to hold politi- 
cal malefactors.

The subjects referred to inyouraddress 
happen nearly all to be outside of my de- 
partment. I nm s.i situated that, when I 
get to the Islam! of Vancouver, now that 
my good friend Mr. Diuismuir has com- 
pleted bis itiilwaj and t be lands have been 
handed over to him, fain free from de- 
partmental work except so far as relates 
to conferences with the local government 
in regard to matters on tho mainland re- 
inaining.to be settled. As is natural, having 
regard to the fuel thai Victoria is a ship- 
ping port, the most important questions 
dealt vi ith in the address which you have 
presented to me relate to the marine and 
and fisheries department. You hud the 
advantage lasl year of having Mr. Foster, 
: he minister of marine, among you, and I 
assume thai a good many of those matters 
were brought to bisat t out ion at the time, 1 
can only say Ui you thai I shall have great 
pleasure in pressing upon him tho import- 
ance of these subjects which specially 
relate to his depart ment. As you will ro- 

luber, I was foi some seven or eight 

years a member of the council of the 
lloard of Trade of Montreal, where ques- 
tions of shipping and navigation naturally 
occupied an important position, and I can 
t borough bj appreciate tho value of 
many ol the suggestions which you refer 
It is our bi nisi t hal on i lie Atlantic 
coast and in the (Jttlf of St. Lawrence we 
have as good a system of lighting and 
navigation facilities as is lo be found any- 
where in tho world, and I sincerely trust 
I Iml tho same thing may soon be ablo to 
bo sai.l of the I'acitic coasl system, (Hear, 
beat.) 

MVII. VMi I'KLEIJlUrll coMMI Nir.VTION. 

Y,,ii refer lo (In- question of mail and 
i olographic communication. The govern- 
ment, I think, have reason to congratulate 
themselves thai the C. P. K. have estab- 
lished a telegraph system for Canada. Wo 
found ourselves, as tho result of tho ar- 
rangement between the Montreal Tele- 
graph Co. and thu (iron! Northwestern 
Telegraph Co. practically iii the hands of 
the YVoBtom Union for all our business, 
and 1 veil turo to think, us I thought, at 
t he time, for I strongly opposed that 
nrrangeinenl against the opinions of my 
own friends, when the matter was before 
parliament, that thai was not a condition 
of things which was at all 
desirable. On the whole, however, we 
have now il very got id aerangemelit. Mr. 

I [osmot, the manager of the telegraph 
system, and a man of wonderful energy 
mid capacity in his special calling, eiimu 
over tlie road with mo, and has been in 
Victoria for the past few days, giving his 
attention to matters connected with the 
telegraph service al this point, and 1 have 
t o doubt that you will. find that, the result 
of his visit will be in a great, measure to 
roiuovo the difficulties of which you coin- 
I lain. As to tho establishment of another 
line I am not sufficiently familiar with the 
merits of that question lobe able to form 
any opinion, but, as a general thing, if 
people are anxious to put. their money into 
new tolograph systems, the government 
does not usually interfere to prevent 
t'nnn. The establishment of new systems, 
however, sometimes results in the larger 
swallowing the smaller corporation and 
simply charging an extra rate to make up 
for thu increased capital connected with 



tho multiplication of lines. This is what 
has occurred in tho oast, and the same 
thing may take place in tho west. 

MIAN8-PACIFIC STEAM COMMUNICATION. 

The subject of steam communication be- 
tween British Columbia and China and 
Japan is one in which we all take a com- 
mon and lively interest. The chief thing 
which has to be looked at in connection 
with this matter, hi fact, the chief motive 
for applying to the imperial authorities 
for aid in the matter is that 
wo furnish the shortest, host and most 
expeditious route between the mother 
country, across British soil, to ,lapan and 
China. The question of speed, therefore, 
is one of the must important matters to 
bo considered. I saw by the paper this 
morning that arrangements wore to ho 
niiido for the steamers to call at Victoria. 
1 can only say that if this can be done 
consistently with tho general interests of 
the line,, which are, in a word, expeditious 
communication between tho east and west , 
everyone will rejoice to see it done. 1 
will call the attention of the 0. P. R. 
authorities to the representation of the 
Board of Trade, and will add my own 
urgent solicitation that if they can possib- 
ly manage it, they will comply with your 
wishes. 1 ought to remind you, however, 
that the company is now an independent 
corporation, with a line of steamers of 
their own, which they run on business 
principles, and on their own methods. 
People somet imes complain of the C.l'.R. 
as they are apt to do of all groat corpora 
tii his, but I think that on the whole it 
will be admitted that il has been of im- 
mense benefit in developing a great sys- 
tem of communication, and I am sure we 
all hope a yet greater development may 
result, and that the anticipations of the 
friends of this great system may be re- 
alized. 

If.UtUOR IMPROVEMENTS. 

With regard to the improvements ill 
your harbor, I ought, to say t hat last ses- 
sion was rather an exceptional one in 
some respects. The elections were 
held a year before, under the constitution, 
they would usually have taken place; 
and the late date at w hich those elections 
were held, gave us very little time, before 
the session opened, for meeting in council 
and discussing such matters as these. 1 
know, however, thai your representatives 
have pressed very strongly upon the min- 
ister of public works the importance of an 
appropriation being made for harbor im- 
provements at this point, and having now 
hail an opportunity of examining the 
ground in person, 1 can only promise you 
that I will add my urgent solicitations to 
those of your representatives fortho plac- 
ing of an item in the estimates nexl yeai 
in onler to secure these improvements. 

(Hear. hear. ) 

1'ILOTAOE -VMi TOWAUE. 

With respect to the matter of pilotage 
and towage, I have nol sufficient know- 
ledge of the subject to enable tlie to ex- 
press an opinion about it. The question 
is, however, a very serious and important 
one, and I shall refer it to Mr. Poster, the 
minister of marine, and urge him, if mis 
sible, to tind some solution for the diffi 
unities vv Inch you point out. 

INSOLVENCY LAWN. 
With regard to the insolvency laws, the 
question is rather a general than a tie 
partmeiitai out. We had a discussion 
last session on ii bill introduced by Mr. 
Edgar for the purpose of providing for t he 
release of insolvent, debtors, bill il did not 
provide for insolvencies hereafter. There 
has always been a great deal of difficulty 
Connected with insolvency laws, of which 
we have had quite a number. The las: 
one, commonly known as the law of 180!) 
was repealed by the unanimous vote of 
parliament in 1879. The practical effect 
had been thai when a merchant became 
embarrassed, he simply went to his cre- 
' lit ors and ode io 1 t beiii oil cents on the 
dollar, and the creditors either had to 
take that oi ran lin- usli of getting no- 
thing at all, and as one gentleman said to 
mo, if his Oral had devoted themselves to 
looking after their insolvent debtors, they 
would have hod lm time to look after the 
solvent ones. This state of affairs pro- 
duced a general demoralization through- 
out the country. Since that time two or 
three attempts have been made to intro- 
duce on act, but none of them have yet 
met with the approval of parliament. In 
Ontario they passed a local act for the 
equitable distribution of the assets of in- 
solvent estates, and in Quebec they have 
a system of the same kind. Under these 
preferential assignments are not permit- 
ted, and the difficulty which arises from 
persons who are in embarrassed circum 
stances handing over t he whole of the es- 
tate to one creditor to the disadvantage 
of others, is to some extent avoided; but 
I think I am right in saying that these 
laws, although in a measure good and bel- 
ter than nothing, have not realized their 
expectations. The feeling in the mean- 
time is very strong against the posssge of 
any act such as those we have had in the 
past. Whether we may be able to devise 
some means by which estates may bo 
equitably distributed, and preferential as- 
signments prevented, is another question, 
and one which is engaging the attention 
of parliament more or less every session. 
TUB FISHERY SEIZURES. 

The Behring's sea seizures is perhaps 
the most difficult and in some respects 
the most Berious question which the Dom- 
inion of Canada bus bad to deal with for 
some tunc. What i.s going Lo bo the n 
suit 1 do not know. We had some cor- 
respondence with the American authori- 
ties, through the British minister at 
Washington, on the subject of the seizures 
last, year, and 1 was under the impression 
that the whole matter had been 
settled by the American authorities 
giving up the schooners which hud been 
seized, but. I liud that I was mistaken, 
and that nothing has been done. The 
suggest ion that the Dominion government 
should be represented at th* trial, which 
takes place on the 22nd al Sitka, I hope 
may be carried out. I am to-day tele- 
graphing to tho Minister of Justice and 
to Sir John Mucdonald, representing your 
views most strongly that the government 
may be represented at that trial, so as to 
show that the people of Canada, as 
represented by the government, realize 
the importance of this question and un- 
determined to bike their share of the 
responsibility connected with it; that it is 
no mere question to he left to be fought 
out by the individual owners of the 
schooners on the one side and a great, na- 
tion like the American people on 
the other. (Hear, hear.) I do not 
see myself on what, ground the seizures 
wore made. It is an entirely now doc- 
trine that one country can cede to an- 
other the exclusive right to the high seas, 
which is the ground, I believe, on which 
the Americans claim to have made these 
seizures. That might, possibly hold good 
as against Russia, but I do not nee how it 
can affect any other country. I hope 
however, in the meantime that if at the 
trial about, to he held we are represented, 
wo may have, from an authentic and au- 
thoritative source, the full details of thu 
circumstances connected with the whole 
matter. 

THU UUBTOMfi TARIFF. 

The customs tariff is a commercial as 
well as a political question. Some of thu 
changes made last session, I admit, were 
somewhat sudden. The policy, as adopt- 
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ed in 1878, and affirmed in 1882, and 
again in 1887, was a policy of protection 
to our native industries. The protection 
of the iron industry was the complement 
to that tariff. Sir Charles Tuppor, with 
that boldness which is characteristic of 
liiin, and which as in the ease of the C. P. 
R. it will he universally admitted, 1ms re- 
sulted in so great advantage to the coun- 
try at large, took the hull by the horns 
and determined that our iron industry 
should be protected as well as others. 
Provision was made in the customs act, 
however, that contracts made up to a cer- 
tain date, which in the ease of Uritish 
Columbia, was— ] speak from meniory- 
extended to a much later date, for 
importations of iron, were to be filled 
nl the old rate of duties. 1 t|iiite agree 
with you as to the advisability, so far as 
i.s possible, of avoiding sudden and fre- 
quent changes in the tariff, and I thinl;, 
now that the cap-stone has been put upon 
the policy of 1,878, that it will he to the 
advantage of the country at large that the 
merchants should feel tlt.it they have no 
special interest as to their business in the 
legislation of parliament or that they have 
any reason to fear sudd<on changes in the 
ttirill'. The question of revenue, as it 
always must do, came up last session. Wo 
hud to provide for extraordinary expendi- 
tures, which, under our system, liavu to 
be met through the customs duties, This 
system involves changes from time to 
time, but 1 may say that the earnest 
desire of the government is that these 
changes should be as few as possible and 
made at as long intervals as possible con- 
sistently with the revenue requirements 
of the country. 

RKt'll'ROCITY. 
You make some reference to the gen- 
eral question of reciprocity, especially in 
lisbing and in the products of the fisheries, 
and also to the question of reciprocal 
trade. The policy of the government 
over since they canto hack in 1878, has 
been to obtain reciprocity with the United 
states. In the Tariff Act of 1879 there 
is a special clause which gives legislative 
powers practically to the executive of thr 
country. Under this power the governoe 
in council, so soon as the American people 
tire willing to do the same thing, can free 
a large number of articles which, tinder 
the tariff, ^ , .j now subject to duties. 
We have had communication with 
the American government from time 
to time in relation to the 
fishery question on the Atlantic const, 
till looking to reciprocal arrangements, 
and to the removal of those differences 
arising from the fishing interests, which 
have caused friction between the two gov- 
ernments. 

In the event of any new treaty being 
negotiated, 1 have no hesitation in saying 
that the interests of British Columbia 
must be considered. When the Wash- 
ington treaty was effected British Colum- 
bia had only just come into the confedera- 
tion, in fact, had hardly come in, for I 
think the bill to admit British Columbia 
passed in the same session as tho Wash- 
ington treaty was confirmed, I hough I 
speak from memory anil am not quite 
sure on this point. British Columbia, 
therefore, was not part of the Dominion 
of Canada when that treaty was adopted, 
hence it did not technically apply to this 
province, although 1 think it would have 
been a generous interpretation to allow if 
lo apply to you when you became part of 
the Dominion. In the event, howevor, of 
any further reciprocity treaty being adopt- 
ed, British Columbia will undoubtedly 
come into it. (Hear, hear.) 

British Columbia's future 

Mr. President and Gentlemen,—! have 
only again to say that 1 thank you very 
much for your kind words of welcome and 
for bringing these matters before mo. I 
have always been a great believer in Brit- 
ish Columbia, in its internal resources and 
capabilities, and, as I said in parliament 
ten years ago, what I have never ceased 
to feel since. I believe she is destined to 
become one of the richest, if not tho rich- 
est-, of the provinces in the Dominion, 
Everything cannot be accomplished in a 
day. The railway, which brought us in- 
to practical communication with British 
Columbia and its people, has brought 
about great, changes in sentiment. Ques- 
tions are much more easy of settlement 
front the knowledge which in gained by 
the personal visit of public men to this 
irovinco, and 1 have no doubt, as I cer- 
tainly anticipate, that the result will be 
equally advantageous to tho province and 
the Dominion at, large. 

At the conclusion of his remarks Mr. 
White was tendered tho most cordial 
thanks of the board.
